Coltaibus, 0., Aug. 25.-JThe Ohio 


legislature convened -at 3 p. m. today 
in extraordinary session 
to enact 


laws to provide for the g-ovennrent 
of municipalities fcad to r«tore lost 
jurisdiction to tfre supreme txnrct, 
theste matters having teen rendered 
chaotic by Ifhe (action of the court 
during tfce early summer. 


After roll call ilhe governor's mes 


sage, accompanied toy fc municipal 
code bill/-prepared under the tiirec 
tion of the <Me£ executive, was re- 
ceived. ToMo^ing lihis xesolutlons 
were offered fcn the death of Tr Wil- 
liam Bell, Jr., former secretary o* 
stalte (and at tQie time of his death a 
member *6f the house. 'Adjournment 
was then talren. 


THE GOVERNOR'S BIE&SA<3rE 
In (his mesteage, Ctovernor; 


ilrst calls 'attention to iihe 'act 
l^ast May, depriving 
ilhe supreme 


counfc^of miafrly all latppellkte jurisdic- 
tion formerly pc&sessed ihy the court. 
Tine repeal of the fc<ct is recommend- 
ed. Continuing, the message says. 


"Buriag the last days of June the 


Supreme court xrf tlhe istate handed 
down several decisions -wihica practi- 
cally deprive our municipal •corpora- 
tions of all government. It is ap- 
parent that JMs is -an extraordinary 
occasiou whicli needs fc. remedy at the 
earliest ptesifcle moment.

tioual government must be restored 
to our cities atid villages. Tfhe laboi 
demanded of us is n'otso much a work

OPPOSED TO CONVENTION. 


The gwemior then traces briefly

FOILED BY MINERS. 


Hazleton, Pa,, Aug. 25,-~Augusl 


Soheuch, aged 56 years, a special po- 
liceman in the service of the Lehigrk 
Valley (Coal Co., -wfcs assaulted and 
stabbed on the outskirts of the city 
today while attempting to rescue his 
son, "William Scheuch, a non-union 
workman, employed iat the company** 
No. 40 ^colliery, from a mob of about 
3,000 strikers who had 
gtatheieu 


from all parts of the Ha»leton region 
on the roads leading to the mine to 
frustrate t&e ptens of the company 
for a partial resumption of opera- 
tions with a non-unfon force of 250 
haiid-s. 


A majority of the non-union men 


were taken to the workings in a spe- 
cial train -aith which the strikers 
did not attempt to inteifeic. Wil- 
liam Scheuch, who lives in this city, 
walked from his 'home towoad the 
colliery antt thus Ml into the hauds 
of t'he pickets. Most of the clothing 


s torn fe>m his back in the strug- 


gle which followed. When Stfoeueh's 
fai'her rushed to his taid ihe m'cb set 
upon the eld*r Soheuoh, who 
was 


finally- -rescued by a mine foreman 
and removed to the miners', hcetoittul. 


Scheuch fwas^sta/frbdi in the breast 


and on oa'cOi hip, kicked in the abdo- 
men an'd\isiruck on the hea^d witii a 
stone* 
His injuries fare not very 


serious. The knife wfhich was sunk 
into his breast struck a rib and that 
fact ptfdbalbly saved his life. 
The 


effort to prevent work tat the mine 
wa& unsuccessful. 


The report of a resumption at the 


Cranberry colliery of lA^Pafdee & Co. 
caused afoout 500 men to gather near 
the mine today, fbut no -attempt 
made to start work.

Tamaqua, Pa.? Aug. SJ5.— Not since 


•the inauguration of the 
anthracite 


coal miners* strike have the United 
Mine Workers ihad 50 many pickets 
patrolling the Panther creek valley 
as was the case today. Every road 
and path leading to <the collieries 
was guarded in an effort to persuade 
•the non-union men not to go to work. 
No new recruits were added to the 
working force and quite a. number 
were turned "back. The extra vigi- 
lance was due to the rumor fhat it ;s 
fche intention of the LeMgih Goal and 
Navigation company to cut coal as 
eoon as sufficient -men can be secured, 
An official of the company a'dmifcted 
today that practical miners axe hard 
to procure and that none of the coal 
companies is able to operate any of 
ths mines for this reason. 


FOREMAN SHOT A BOY. 


Pottsville, Pa., Aug. 25.—George 


Wheatley, ^n ourtside foremaa^at the 
Brookside colliery of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron com- 
pany, is under $1,000 ibail, charged 
with shooting George Roarer, aged 
nineteen years, of Tower City. 
Wheatley says »he was followed 
through the streets by a crowd of 
Strikers and their sympathizers, sw 
jeered and hoote'd him.

enraged, ihe drew a revolver and* fired 
into ithe -crowd. The 'bullet took ef- 
fect in Bearer's leg. Wfaeatley 'has 
been a mine 'boss for a numOber of 
years.

Becker, one of the guards employed 
by the Temple Irou company, at the 
Edgertta* colliery, fwas today placed 
under $2,000 bond on the charge of 
shooting Foreman Connolly and) For- 
rest Grossman last Monday night 
Up to the present time the belief has 
seen general tint the shooting was 
done by the strikers and General 
Manager Tftwarns had1 offered $1,000 
reward <flor the ariest of the perp-e- 
tratpr of the deed. The evidence 
which led to Decker's (arrest came 
from Grossman, whose deposition was 
taken in the Carbon'dale hospital. H*5 
said] he distinctly saw 'Becker shoot 
and recognized him at once. This 
testimony as strengthened by the f aot 
that both Grossman and Connolly 
were hit <with -shot and' not by bul- 
lets. -Decker, on the night of the 
shooting, was armed with a shotgun 
loaded with the same siae shot as 
were extracted from 'Grossman's eye 
and Connolly's leg. Orossman says 
hie 'believes Decker shot, (believing 
Connolly and himself were strikers 
intent on mischief.

It was finally 
agreed that the tracks ^ihould re- 
main permanently and that a "tfhort 
line0 sQiould be run from Broadway 
to Calhoun street, intersecting and 
connecting with all <sa>rs on the north ;
